SUMMARY

S. 1152 would reauthorize the activities of the United States Fire Administration for five
years and would authorize the appropriation of $335 million over the 2004-2008 period. In
addition, thebill would authorize the agency to undertake new research and devel opment and
training activities.

Assuming appropriation of the amounts authorized in S. 1152, CBO estimates that
implementing the bill would cost $262 million over the 2004-2008 period and an additional
$73 million after that period. Enacting S. 1152 would not affect direct spending or revenues.

S. 1152 containsnointergovernmental or private-sector mandatesasdefinedinthe Unfunded
Mandates Reform Act (UMRA) and would impose no costs on state, local, or tribal
governments.

ESTIMATED COST TO THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT

The estimated budgetary impact of S. 1152 isshowninthefollowing table. The costsof this
legidlation fall within budget function 450 (community and regional development).

For this estimate, CBO assumes that the amounts authorized by the bill will be appropriated
for each fiscal year. Outlay estimates are based on historical spending patterns for this
program.
